FINAL BANK OF MONTREAL 
CROP REPORT 


Very satisfactory moisture last 
fall and winter provided good | ; 
spring soil conditions, but unfav- 
ourable weather in April delayed 
seeding. By the end of May, how- 
ever, seeding had made good pro- 
gress and was completed early in 
June. Unseasonably cold, wet wea- 
ther early in the season retarded 
germination and growth, with light 
frosts causing some additional da- 
mage. Warmer weather towards 
the end’ of June later stimulated 
germination and growth, and by 
the beginning of July, wheat in 
most districts was in the shot blade, 
with a few fields in southern re- 
gions heading out. Hot weather 
subsequently prémoted rapid 
development, but lack of adequate 
rains produced much uneveness of 
growth. The first half of August 
saw a continuance of hot, dry 
weather ang crops commenced to 
show signs of deterioration, with 
heads filling: poorly. These con- 
ditions were aggravated by strong, 
hot winds in many areas and per- 
manent damage in the drier dis- 
tricts became evident. Howéver, 
cooler weather and good rains in 

mid-August checked damage» to 
some extent in late-sown crops in 
Saskatchewan and Alberta. In}; 
Manitoba, crops generally suffer- 
ed less.
